The claim(s) are narrative in form and 
replete with indefinite and functional or operational language. The structure which goes 
to make up the device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be 
organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. 
The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the 
patent(s) cited.

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
Description of examples or preferences is properly set forth in the specification rather 
than the claims. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Therefore, the language in claim 1 
"Example: News from Portugal, South Africa, Canada, Australia, Netherlands, Brazil. 
Mexico, China, etc. is transmitted live to a single media channel and then rebroadcast. 
A viewer in the U.S.A. can view news from S.A.B.C.-South Africa in real time and then 
after that view R.T.P. news from Portugal, etc. News reports reported on the hour from 
around the world news broadcasting media With different time zones around this will 
permit for reporting different news reports in the countries local time. Therefore allowing 
WNN to be 24 hours, there are many countries and their fore their will be more than one 
WNN example WNN-1 will have 24 country national news then the next 24 countries will 
be on WNN-2. Politician around the world can watch the local news of said country. 
Ex-citizens can also watch their old home country news. People in one particular 
country can now also learn from other countries. Similar the same can be for local city 
broadcasting station across a nation such as the U.S.A." has not been treated as part of 
Claim 1 limitation.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hayward 
et al PG Pub 2005/0193341 (hereafter referred to as Hayward) in view of Harvey et al. 
US Patent 6,226,030 (hereafter Harvey). 

9. Regarding Claim 1, "a live broadcasting channel which groups real time news 
reports from broadcasting media from around the world, which is then transmitted on a 
single live media channel" reads on Hayward (Abstract and page 2, 0027 - aggregates 
broadcast-standard content comprising news events, news products and news services; 
page 5, Col. 1, 0059, lines 4 - information is made available live; Figure 1B discloses 
information is available from different parts of the world, i.e. London and NYC; page 1, 
002 and page 6, 0074 disclose making content available on a single platform such as a 
LAN or telecommunications link understood to support broadcasting, multicasting or 
unicasting). Hayward, page 1, 002 and page 6, 0074, discloses making content 
available on a single platform such as a LAN or telecommunications link but does not 
specifically refer to*making the availability of the content on a single channel. Harvey, 
Col. 1, lines 58-67, describes a method of distributing live video broadcasts received by 
a server to be distributed to client computers. Harvey further discloses the system 
could receive several live general news channels and then make all related content 
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available on a specific channel. It would be obvious to one or ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of applicant's invention to incorporate the teachings of Hayward of a 
broadcasting system that supports broadcasting, multicasting or unicasting to transmit 
the aggregated news content on a single broadcast channel with the teachings of 
Harvey to make all news content available on one specific broadcasting channel. 

"live news media is grouped on a single media broadcasting station such as 
radio, television, etc., broadcasted live around the world" reads on Hayward (Abstract 
and page 2, 0027 - aggregates broadcast-standard content comprising news events, 
news products and news services; page 2, 0029 - broadcast news community can 
include television and radio; page 5, Col. 1, 0059, lines 4 - information is made 
available live; Figure 1B discloses information is available from different parts of the 
world, i.e. London and NYC). Hayward, page 1, 002 and page 6, 0074, discloses 
making content available on a single platform such as a LAN or telecommunications 
link. It would be obvious to one or ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's 
invention to incorporate the teachings of Hayward of a broadcasting system that 
supports broadcasting, multicasting or unicasting to transmit the aggregated news 
content on a single broadcast channel).
